anus and a fixing means provided on the pad for holding the rod-like anus application 
member about said anus as claimed. Even though, the Beecher reference discloses a 
female urinary collection device that has rod-like anus application member 50, such rod- 
like anus application member 50, however, is not intended to fit into the groove between 
the buttocks surrounding the person's anus and obviously is not capable of being 
modified to fix about the person's anus without destroying its intended function.
